JERUSALEM, Dec. 26 — ‘The 
bells of Bethlehem rang out a 
message of “Peace on Earth”, Mon- 
day unheard ty nations at war. 
Unlike previous years, the church 
bells of the holy city were not 
broadcast to the rest of the world 
because of the war. The echo of 
the chimes died away within the 
confines of the city. 

There was no snow but a coid 
Wind swept the holly-bedecked 
homes of thousands who spent the 
holiday far from their homelands. 


STRIFE IS STILLED 


In contrast to a troubled outside 
world, the Holy Land was at peace 
for the first time in three years. 
Long-standing strife between the 
Jews and Arabs for the control 
of Palestine was stilled. 

One theme+peace for the war- 
tern world—was on the lips of 
thousands who made the annual 
pilgrimage to the church of the 
nativity at Bethlenem and knelt 
at the shrine which marks the 
Place where the Christ was born. 


The attendance was heavy at the 
St. George's (Anglican) Cathedral 
Members of the Young Men's 
Christian Association revived their 
traditional service, suspended for 
three years because of disturbances, 
at Tel Boaz, known as the “Field of 
the Shepherds.” 


LIGHTS CROWN HILLTOPS 

Bonfires were lighted for an 
evening service in the fields where 
the shepherds received their celes- 
tial visitation of the birth of Christ. 
Before the ritual, the group gather- 
ed at the entrance to a cave and 
partook of bread and meat prepared 
in the age-old manner of the shep- 
herds. 

With lights crowning. the hilltops, 
they received the glad tidings “To 
you this day is born of David's line, 
the Saviour who is Christ the 
Lord.” 


TAYLOR NAMED 
EMISSARY FOR 
PEACE TO POPE 


Acts As Representative Of 
President Roosevelt To 
Vatican 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—Pre- 
sident Roosevelt Saturday ap- 
Pointed Myron C. Taylor as his 
Personal representative to the 
Vatican to further common en- 
deavors “for peace and the alle- 
viation of suffering “arising from 
the abnormal world situation, 


The President so informed Pope 
Pius in a letter transmitted to Arch- 
bishop Francis J. Spellman of New 
York who, with A. A. Berle, assist- 
ant secretary of state, handed it 
yesterday to Archbishop Ameto Ci- 
cognani, the apostolic delegate here. 

At the same time, Mr. Roosevelt 
wrote Dr. George A. Buttrick, pre- 
sident of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, as 
a Protestant leader, arid Rabbi 
Cyrus Adler, president of the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary of Ameri- 
ca, as a leader of the Jewish faith, 
asking them to visit him from time 
to time to discuss problems arising 
out of the world situation. 

White House officials made clear 
that the move was not a restoration 
of diplomatic representation at the 
Vatican, which terminated in 1870. 
Taylor will be the President's per- 
sonal representative, not a repre- 
sentative of the srremiment

SANDRINGHAM, Dec. 26.—Following is the text of the 
King’s Christmas day broadcast to the empire: 


The festival which we know ; 
as Christmas is above all a 
festival of peace and of the home. 
Among all free peoples love of 
peace is profound, for this alone 
gives security to the home. But 
true peace is in the hearts of 
men and it is the tragedy of this 
time that there are powerful 
countries whose whole direction 
and policy are based on aggres- 
sion and the suppression of all we 
hold dear for mankind. 

It is this that has stirred our 
peoples and given them a unity 
unknown in any previous war. We 
have the feeling. in our hearts 
that we are fighting against 
wickedness and this conviction 
will give us strength from day to 
day to persevere until victory is 
assured. 


RESOLVED AND CONFIDENT 

At home we are, as it were, tak- 
ing the strain for what may lie 
ahead of us, resolved and confi- 
dent. We look with pride and 
thankfulness on the never failing 

courage and devotion of the Royal 
Navy on which throughout the last 
four months has burst the storm of 
ruthless and unceasing war. 

And when I speak of our navy 
today, I mean all the men of our 
empire who go down to the ses 
in ships, the mercantile marine, 
mine sweepers, trawlers and 
drifters, from senior officer to the 
last boy who has joined up. To 
every one in this great fleet I 
send a message of gratitude and 
greeting from myself and all) my 
peoples. 

The same message I send to our 
gallant air force, which in co- 
operation with the navy, !s our 
sure shield of defence. They are 
daily adding laurels to those that 
their fathers won. 


ARMY’S TASK HARD 

I would send a special word of 
greeting to the armies of the em- 
pire, to those who have come from 
afar and in particular to. the Brit- 
ish expeditionary. force,. Their 
task is hard. They are waiting. 
Waiting is a trial of nerves and 
discipline. But I know that when 
the time comes for action they will 
prove themselves worthy of the 
highest traditions of their great 
service. 

To all who are preparing them- 
selves to serve their country on 
sea or land or in the air I send 
my greetings at this time. The 
men and women of our far- 
flung empire working in their 
several vocations with the one 
same purpose all are members of 
a great family of nations which 
in prepared to sacrifice every- 
thing tnat freedom of the spirit 
may be saved to the world. 

Such is the spirit of the empire, 
of the great dominions, of India, 
of every colony, large or small, 
From all alike have come offers of 
help, for which the mother country 
can never be sufficiently grateful. 


BASIS OF CIVILIZATION 

Such unity in aim and in effort 
has never been seen in the world 
before. I believe from my heart 
that the cause which binds to- 
gether my peoples and oun gallant 
and faithful allies is the cause of 
Christian civilization.

Text of King George’s 
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‘GIANT PLANES 
ARE ORDERED 
FOR U.S. NAVY 


Fleet Of Big, Long-Range 
Ships To Be Used For 
Patrol Purposes 


By EDWARD BOMAR 
Associated Press Staff Writer 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The 
United States navy has ordered a 
fleet of giant, long-range, four- 
motor flying boats to patrol its 
far-flung “line of observation” in 
the Pacific and to reinforce the 
Roosevelt administration's hemis- 
phere defence policies. 

Authoritative sources reported 
yesterday that possibly 50 or more 
craft with a range of more than 
5,000 miles were involved in a 
$20,016,669 order just given a Cali- 
fornia plant. The contract, the 
largest single aircraft purchase in 
navy history, went to the Con- 
solidated Aircraft Corporation, San 
Diego, Calif. In accord with the 
Navy's policy details were with- 
held. 

The newest additions will aug- 
ment 15 other four-motor ships of 
the same general type ordered last 
year, and more than 200 smaller 
two-motor flying boats already in 
service. 

The two-motor patrol craft 
have been “ferried” non-stop to 
Hawaii and Panama and have 
been termed by foreign aviation 
experts “incomparably” the most 
formidable overseas striking force 
of the kind in existence. 

The navy has been experimenting 
with four-motor flying boats since 
1935. The newest planes ordered 
weigh about 30 tons each, and each 
has a 118-foot windspread and carry 
a crew of nine. 

Both army and navy are experi- 
menting meanwhile with still more 
giant craft.

The Balkan Fizzle 


The story that the Balkan states had 
put aside their territorial squabbles and 
formed themselves into a neutral bloc with 
the backing of Italy and Turkey, was ap- 
parently a dream of some believer in the 
supremacy of sense over human nature. 
The story was too unlike Balkan history to 
come true. Diplomatic circles now say 
the scheme has collapsed. 

Hungary and Bulgaria, according to 
the report, were willing to postpone con- 
sideration of their territorial claims until 
the war ends, but wanted advance assur- 
ance they would then get what they de- 
mand from Rumania, Rumania, threat- 
ened by Russia and more or less by the 
other two, apparently felt that vivisection 
after the war would not be any more plea- 
sant than dismemberment now, and re- 
fused to agree. 

Britain and France were apparently 
not interested in the scheme and express 
no sorrow at its failure. Rather the con- 
trary, since Italy would have been virtual 
head of the bloc and the dominant power 
in the Balkans. And as to Italy they en- 
tertain no illusions. Il Duc2’s neutrality, 
it is suggested in rather neat phraseology, 
“will be governed not by participation in 
neutral blocs but by what happens on the 
battlefields of the western front.” 

Benito, it seems pretty plain, scored a 
miss in his Balkan diplomacy. The more 
regrettable from his standpoint because, 
should Russia invade the little states, Italy 
will have to take the field in their defence 
as a measure of self-protection. 


Holding Things Steady 


Hon. Norman McLarty explained in a 
broadcast recently that the war-time 
Prices and Trade Board has two pur- 
poses, One is to prevent a war-time 
boom. The other is to prevent a post-war 
slump. If the boom can be headed off the 
slump will not occur. 

The essence of a boom is an inflation 
of prices, Prices may sometimes go up 
without causing a boom, but boom condi- 
tions can only result from a marked and 
usually a sudden price increase, and noth- 
ing other than such an increase is needed 
to create the conditions. What the board 
has to do therefore is to prevent profiteer- 
ing. If it can do that, there will be no 
boom, hence no possibility of a post-war 
subsidence. Inflation has to precede de- 
flation—though the slump does not usual- 
ly stop when the inflation has eased off. 

This interference of the board is not 
going to be welcomed by everybody. That 
may as well be understood. There are 
would-be profiteers in the land, engaged 
in many occupations, and with ambitions 
of assorted sizes, But the great mass of 
the public will solidly support an intelli- 
gently applied policy to keep prices—and 
wages —- based on realities and free of 
speculation and gouging. Nobody is en- 
titled to more than a square deal, and the 
country can’t afford to allow any group or 
class to get more than that. 

If the board makes a good job of hold- 
ing the balance even in war-time, it may 
not end when the war ends. Peace-time 
conditions are harder to regulate than the 
foreseeable trends of war-time. But if 
regulation proves practicable and satisfac- 
tory in war-time there will be a wide de- 
mand that it be also tried out as a pre- 
venter of booms and slumps when peace- 
time comes again. : 
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The Christmas Tree Trade 


Besides supplying themselves—and 
what home doesn’t have one ?—-Canadians 
last year exported 4,000,000 Christmas 
trees to the United States, and collected 
$400,000 for them. Exports this year are 
expected to total well over this mark, and 
bring returns around $500,000. 

Measured in dollars this item of our 
export trade is not large. But it is grow- 
ing, and will no doubt continue to grow, 
for the Christmas tree is a permanent in- 
stitution whose popularity shows no sign 
of waning. Within its limits, the market is 
stable and assured. The demand does not 
slump severely even in bad times, and 
broadens steadily over a term of years. 
that cutting the little trees and using them 

Of course, it is easy, on paper, to show 
for a day as ornaments is sheer waste of 
future building material and money—for 
do not little trees grow to be big ones? 
Astronomical calce'ations could be built 
up on that unquestionable fact, proving 
that if we left the trees alone they would 
pay off the national debt in a generation 
or So. 

But the calculations would be wrong. 
There is the other highly pertinent fact 
that not all little trees grow to be big ones, 
or would if none of them were cut for 
Christmas trees. Only a trifling fraction 
of seedlings ever grow to be mature 
trees in forests where the sound of the 
axe is never heard. 

Disease, insects and fire are forces ever 
at work among the tree population, and 
they keep it within bounds. If we take 
even moderate pains to check the ravages 
of these natural enemies, we can go on 
cutting the trees they would destroy, in 
millions every year, without threatening 
the timber supply of the future. 

The proper ground of criticism is not 
that we cut too many Christmas trees, but 
that we do not make up the loss by pro- 
tecting the forests against these non- 
human destroyers, and do not do enough 
planting where trees should be growing 
but are not. On both these points we are 
blameable, and will have to mend our ways 
if we are to show forest sense. 

It seems to be accepted in official 
quar.ers that the Admiral Scheer and the 
Graf Spee were one and the same ship, 
doing a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde role, to 
confuse the Allied search vessels and 
refute the claim that one of the twain was 
wrecked by British airmen in the Kiel 
canal.

This picture, which runs for three 
hours and forty-five minutes, had its premiere 
last week in Atlanta, Georgia, home of the 
Southern virtues celebrated with such eloquent 

irony by Margaret Mitchell 
MAKING MONEY in her long-winded best 
OUT OF WIND _ seller. Half the town turned 

out in a huge parade to honor 
Clarke Gable and Vivien Leigh who are starred 
in the picture. Gable said he has never seen 
so dramatic and stirring a premiere in all his 
busy years at Hollywood. Already New York 
theatres are reserving seats for the show eight 
weeks in advance, so great is public interest 
in this film saga of the old South. Advance 
seat sales in the Southern States total close to 
$150,000. It's a pretty fine wind Margaret blew 
up when she began to write her novel. 

For two days prior to the opening show, 
Atlanta was robed in bunting as it awaited the 
dramatic tribute to the men who took part in 
the Civil War penned by Margaret “Peggy” 
Mitchell. But that demure lady, unlike Scarlet 
O'Hara as can possibly be imagined, shyly 
kept out of the limelight and left the publicity 
to the Hollywood actors, 

The glorious annals of history remain a 
sealed book for the ordinary reader unless their 
message can be presented in simpler and more 
vivid form in some historical novel. These 
novels are the curse of the age, for they play 
fast and loose with grave historical facts which 
should not be violated even by the careless 
fancy of a popular writer. It’s a matter of 
supreme gratification, therefore, that Margaret 
Mitchell's book, though marred by inaccuracy, 
does not sin gravely in this respect by too glar- 
ing a defiance of the real story of the Civil 
War. ‘ 

Hollywood will make a tidy fortune for 
the authoress who became a literary celebrity 
almost overnight. In that respect she is luckier 
than the heirs to Lytton Strachey’s estate. The 
film magnates saved themselves $10,000 by 
calling one of their big new pictures, “The 
Private Lives of Elizabeth and Essex” instead 
of the shorter title used by Strachey in one of 
his incomparable biographies,

The German news agency has explained, 
with labored accuracy, that it is not necessary 
to change the name of a certain street in the 
suburbs of Berlin since it was named after 
Houston Stewart Chamberlain and not the Brit- 
ish prime minister. Who was this Chamber- 

lain so signally honored in the 
NAME FROM German capital? A _ renegade 
THE PAST Englishman, he conceived an 

idolatrous admiration for the 
Germanic race and struck up a close friendship 
with many Berlin scholars which was climaxed 
by his intimacy with the Kaiser, whose adviser 
he was on many important matters of state. 
When the war broke out, he renounced his 
British citizenship to become a full-fledged Ger- 
man. 

Hitler always looked upon Chamberlain's 
verbose book, “The Foundations of the Nine- 
teenth Century,” which is nothing but nonsense 
on stilts, as one of the sacred sources of the Nazi 
dogma. For many years Chamberlain, who had 
married Richard Wagner's daughter, corre- 
sponded with Hitler. 

It is surprising that a man who denied him- 
self, his country, and his religion, should be so 
little known in the land of his adoption that 
the government news agency has publicly to 
remind the German people who he is, That 
is fitting punishment for the renegate who 
scorned the freedom that had nurtured Eng- 
land’s glory.

Mayor La Guardia of New York wants to 
copyright an idea. A few days ago he consented 
to take part in a quiz contest about his city, His 
showing was remarkable. Now he wants to 
have other mayors in the United States sub- 
mitted to a similar test so that their knowledge 
of the cities they govern may be 
exposed either to public admira- 
tion or public scorn. Thus far 
the suggestion has not broken 
all records for enthusiastic reception. 

A refresher course for politicians is an old 
idea in Great Britain. Augustine Birrell, the 
famous Liberal statesman of a bygone era, once 
suggested that no one be allowed to sit in the 
British House of Commons unless he could pass 
a thorough examination on Burke's political 
philosophy. Arthur Balfour, the Conservative 
leader, went even further than that when he 
said Oxford and Cambridge professors should 
review the academic standing of all political 
candidates. 

Obviously, no such academic tests can ever 
be made to work. In the generations that have 
gone by, a man was deemed unfit to hold 
cabinet rank in Britain unless he could spout 
Latin with great gusto. If anyone tried to 
quote Latin or Greek in the House now, he 
would be laughed to scorn. He certainly would 
not be understood by Labor members. 

The New York mayor puts no faith in aca- 
demic training for public life. He says, very 
wisely, that political wisdom comes only after 
the candidate has had time to make his fair 
quota of political mistakes. At least La Guardia 
has the honesty to admit that the politician 
experiments on the public.

Mr. Gardiner’s Vision 

Industrial expansion on a large scale in Can- 
ada in the period following this war, based in 
some degree on the war industries that are now 
being built up, was pictured by Hon. J. G. Gar- 
diner to the Winnipeg Board of Trade on Mon- 
day. Stressing the advisability of establishing 
the war. industries of all kinds—munitions, air- 
craft, shipbuilding and others—in such places 
and under such conditions as to conduce to their 
continuance after the war, the Minister of Agri- 
culture also pointed to the vast economic expan- 
sion and increase of population in Great Britain 
following the Napoleonic struggle, and to the 
similar expansion in the United States after the 
Civil War. The same thing might be confidently 
expected in this great underveloped country, he 
held. This may be accepted, with some reserva- 
tions as to the number of people whom Canada 
could ultimately support. 

There is good ground for Mr. Gardiner’s 
prediction of a very large industrial population 
in the region of the St. Lawrence and the lower 
lakes, due to the immense amount of electrical 
power that is going to be made available and tc 
the deepening of the St. Lawrence waterway. 
Three-quarters of the St. Lawrence power will 
be Canada’s, because we shali get one-half the 
power on the international section, and more 
than 2,000,000 horse-power on the Canadian sec- 
tion of the river. This abundant power, together 
with the improved navigation route enabling 
larger ocean vessels to come up to the Great 
Lakes, will undoubtedly produce a vast indus- 
trial development and a Jarge export trade. 

The great opportunities that will come, in 
time, for western industries were also suggested 
by Mr. Gardiner. He sited the electrical power 
available in Manitoba and elsewhere, and the 
iron ore in the Rockies that is awaiting develop- 
ment. This iron industry will be established, he 
had been given to understand, when there is a 
population of 6,000,000 between the Great Lakes 
and the Pacific, 


All this will come true. It is only a question 
of how soon. The four western provinces now 
have a population of 3,205,000, according to the 
estimate of the Dominon Bureau of Statistics. 
But there will be an increase of agricultural, in- 
dustrial and mining population, and it may come 
quicker than we have expected, in the post-war 
period. With the growth in population there 
will be a correspondingly greater market for 
Manitoba industries using electrical power, and 
for western coal, British Columbia fruit and 
other western products.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Russia the Pariah 


Russia has been thrown out of the League of 
Nations, neck and crop. Never has any country 
come so flatly under the condemnation of all the 
world. Neither in the Council nor in the 
Assembly the Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lics, have a friend. Some nations, mostly near 
neighbors of Russia and within reach of her 
strong arm, refrained from voting. But none 
cast a favorable ballot. 

It is hardly likely that the Kremlin will 
worry much about the action of the League. 
Stalin once valued League membership, and 
his perennial representative, M. Litvinoff, was 
active in both Assembly and Council. But the 
League is not what it used to be, and its con- 
demnation carries no tangible penalties. Sane- 
tions can not be imposed, Under the existing 
circumstances, they would only react on the 
nations that tried to enforce them. 

All the same, the mora] condemnation of the 
world is no light load for a country to bear. No 
nation likes to be looked upon by other nations 
as too vile to associate with, So, Russia’s size 
and power will not purchase her complete im- 
munity.—Vancouver Province,

principle, must assume that of a 
war of prosecution as well, if those 
ideals dear to that belief are to be 
kept alive and those peoples re- 
tain their right of worship, with its 
accompaniment of freedom of 
speech. 

The old adage, “Competition is 
the life of trade,” still holds good. 
But in competition all undertak- 
ings, whether they be business, so- 
cial, political, or religious, and in 
all ages, to be successful, must 
have also been subject to co-opera- 
tion, There are no exceptions. 

That old adage therefore must be 
seen in a new light, that of co-opera- 
tion; “Co-operation is the life of 
trade.” 

It would appear from that 
premise, to be essential, that com- 
petition with co-operation {is neces- 
sary to success in any undertaking, 
and that both are legitimate und 
to be used in common. 

We submit that in these premises 
the action of the Allles and the 
powers in support is necessary and 
justified, and each citizen a unit 
in prosecution as well as in defence 

While the individual is not satis- 
fied with all the policies of govern- 
ments, nor yet the nations, we come 
near enough to that state of mind 
to have confidence in the ability 
of the Navies and Armies of the
